Coming at the time when the 18-yea r-old 
generation is approaching its peak this 
amounts, so far as the schools arc concerned, 
to yet another blow to a battered generation. 
Now it is the turn of the most able of the 
rising generation to have their chances 
squeezed, just like their less qualified peers 
already facing a future without jobs. 

Since this paradoxically most egalitarian of 
governments is unequivocal about cutting pub- 
lic spending right across the board, it is 
reasonable to insist that higher education must 
bear its share. After ail, it has for some time 
had an unfair share of educational resources 
and some redressing of the balnnce might be 
thought overdue, though this was a matter 
ducked by succeeding governments. 

But it is the speed, scale, liming and man- 
ner of the cuts which is now delivering such a 
stunning blow to our university system, and to 
the futures of many of the brightest children 
now working their way hopefully through O 
and A level courses in our schools. Or as Dr 
Edward Parkes, chairman of the UGC, said in 
his letter last week to vice-chancellors: “There 
is no single definitive solution to these prob- 
lems, partly because the rate nt which re- 
sources are being removed from the university 
system necessnrlly lends to disorder and dis- 
economy whutever path of change is followed, 
and partly because reductions in resources are 
being imposed at a time when demand for 
university education is still rising.”

Simple arithmetic suggests that when aa 
increasing age group meets the cuts in student 
numbers, some candidates will fail to get the 
university place they seek. We can’t know y ti 
how the chances will vary between universities 
and between departments, but there is alrurfy 
evidence that higher grades are being looked 
for and it is increasingly likely that students 
with good A levels will be turned down. They 
may or may not find a suitable alternative in a 
polytechnic or college; more anxiety and waste 
seem inevitable. 

It seems that the UGC is not going to take a 
tough line with universities which exceed the 
student target numbers laid down for the com- 
ing autumn. They have also persuaded the 
Secretary of State that the whole cutting exer- 
cise should be extended over four years in- 
stead of three .to ’84- ’85 which in theory takes 
us just past the peak year of the age-group, if 
we are thinking about 18-yeor-oJd entrants, 
whose numbers reach their highest peak in 
1982-83. But the average nge of first-year 
students is now 20, so the problem is still with 
us even if all cuts in student numbers are 
postponed until the Iasi year possible. Even 
then, the birth-rate has not fallen nmong the 
traditional university-going classes. 

In any case, this begs the question of what 
the Government should be doing to open up 
higher education opportunities to those famf 
lies who have not used them before, or to 
people who are ready to take them up later 
than the time of the traditional A level hurdle.

MPs put Schools Council on the spot

The effectiveness of the Schools 
Council, already under review by the 
Government’s Trenaman committee, 
was attacked this week by a committee 
of MPs. 

Representatives of the Schools 
Council faced aggressive questioning 
from MPs of all parties on the effec- 
tiveness of the council, and school- 
ing m general. 

Facing the Select Committee on 
Education Mr John Mann, the coun- 
cil secretary, defended a suggestion 
from Mr Tim Brinton that a survey 
has shown few teachers aware of the 
180 projects the council had pro- 

“The survey showed approximately 
one in three of the country's secon- 
dary teachers were aware of the 
council’s activity," Mr Mann said. 
“In an averase local authority, this 
could mean 800 teachers using coun- 


cil’s materials. Almost every school 
in the country is using council work 
on primary maths. All this, from a 
budget of less than half of one per 
cent of what the country spends on 
education." 

A challenge on the value of the 
Schools Council document onThe Prac- 
tical Curriculum from the committee 
chairman, Mr Christopher Price, was 
taken up by the CBI representative 
on the council, Mr Jim Deboo. The 
council document was considered 
more valuable by the CBI than a 
similar document from the DES, Mr 
Deboo said. But he did concede that 
“maths is still taught in a pigeon hole 
without the individual learning the 
application of the subject later on." 
He also criticised the teaching of 
modem languages. There was too 
much emphasis on the study of texts 
and not enough on oral fluency. 


“You can invite the candidate at an 
oral examination to sit down in the 
language being examined and he re- 
maTns standing." 

Mr Price also asked about a recent 
report on multicultural education 
which the council had not published 
m mil. He wanted to know what 
mechanism there was that could let 
that happen. 

Mr Mann replied that under im- 

E roved ways of working, that could 
ardly happen again. There was now 
a tighter control of research projects. 
In the case referred to. the council 
had come to the conclusion that five 
chapters were tendentious and un- 
scholarly. 

The council representatives were 
asked by Mr Dafydd Thomas if they 
were preparing young people for un- 
employment. Mr John Tomlinson, 
the council chairman replied: “We 


utterly refute the idea that we should 
train children in schools for unem- 
ployment. It is our job to bring out 
the maximum of their potential 
which they can then apply in anv 
capacity". 

• The Government has not yet de- 
cided whether it will force local au- 
thorities to provide adult education. 
Mr Mark Carlisle the education 
secretary told the committee earlier 
in the week. 

He said he was waiting for the 
results of a working party. He said 
the 1944 education act was “extreme- 
ly woolly" on that point. It was 
clearer “on the nursery end than on 
the adult education end." 

When asked by Mr Christopher 
Pnce if he meant to make the law 
clear and enforceable, he said: 
"Gear, ves, but I hesitate on the 
word enforceable.” 


Race bias claims lead 
to call for resignation

Teachers this week called for the 
resignation of a local community re- 
lations chairman who claimed col- 
oured pupils got the worst schools 
and teachers. 

Last week, Mr Bob Walker, a 
Guyanese-born fraud officer with 
London Transport, said parents in 
the London borough of Brent were 
so disillusioned with their children’s 
education they wanted to. set up a 
school of their oWn, 

He claimed that a system of edu- 
cational apartheid was operating in 
the boro.ugh with south Brent with 
its 80 per .cent West Indian and 
Asian population getting the worst 
schools and teachers. Pupil's in the 
southern part, of the borough spend 
too much time on games, music, 
steel bands, Mr Walker alleged, and 
not enough on basic subjects. 


West Indian pupils. 

Mr Malcolm Horne, a national ex- 
ecutive member of the National Un- 
S® of Teachers and a teacher at 
Wlllesden High School, said this was 
absolute nonsense. Mr Walker had 
no evidence for saying this. 

Mr Douglas Beaumont, local pres- 
ident of the National /ssodaHon 
of SchoolmastersAJitlon of Women 
Teachers, said much of; the problem 
; of 'underachihyeriidrit :was caused by 
West Indian home background. - 


“We believe it is because parents 
do not take sufficient Interest in their 
children’s education - mi a good 
night, we only get one in ten west 
Indian parents turning up on a pa- 
rents' evening," he said. His union is 
calling for Mr Walker’s resignation 
from the CRC. 

Mr Walker said the school for 
black children was still in the plan- 
ning stages but he hoped it would 
start next year. He said lots of West 
Indian parents were already sending' 
their children tp private schools out- 
side the borough, or spending £6 an 
hour on extra lessons for their chil- 
dren. 

“We want our children to get U 
and A level with the ultimate objec- 
tive of going to university -so tney 
can play a full part in society and 
compete for Jobs; We had better get

A strong plea to keep the traditional 
sixth form was made this week by 
Mrs Molly Hattersley, head of 
Creighton School, Haringey, and 
president of the Secondary Heads 
Association.

Mrs Hattersley is a member of the 
education sub-committee of the 
Labour Party NEC, 

Commenting - on supporters oT 
tertiary colleges, Mrs Hattersley 
says: “There is a danger that in their 
enthusiastic promotion of an entirely 
separate type of institution for the 
third stage of education, some of 
those involved make a virtue out of 
necessity, and’ in so doing ignore the 
advantages which continue to attract 
thousands of young people to opt for 
the sixth form in areas where they 
have a choice." 

If the sixth form in an 11-18 com- 
prehensive can provide a big en- 
ough range of good courses, she 
continues, those who choose to re- 
main at school can enjoy a different 
status and a degree or independence 
while' benefit ting from continuity of 
teaching, of guidance and of rela- 
tionships. 

She thinks' this can offer the best 
of both worlds for young people 
whose level of maturity at 16 is not 
always as advanced as it appears, 
and for whom the stability of a 
known environment may be impor- 
tant. 

Not all schools can meet these 
conditions at a. time, of fulling rolls, 
she says, “but that fit no way irj vali- 
dates the strong case for retaining 
the ll-Ifi option where this : is 
possible."

Teachers predicted Liverpool riots after Bristol 


by Bob Doe 

The rioting in Liverpool was pre- 
dicted by teachers in me city months 
ago. 

Mr Brian Thompson, the Liver- 
pool 8 teacher who compiled the 
prophetic report Before the Fire , was 
on the street during much of the 
rioting and believes that after the 
initial “outburst of long held bitter- 
ness” by local people, outsiders 
moved in to exploit the violence and 
looting for criminal ends. He even 
thought it possible that right-wing 
extremists were using the riots as a 
chance to smash up an immigrant 
area. 

This week, teachers in the charred 
and battered Liverpool 8 area 
also discounted claims that the vio- 
lence was sparked off by left-wing 
activists stirring up children ana 
young people. 

The hastily produced Labour Party 
Young Socialist leaflet blamed pro- 
vocative police action for- the “spon- 
taneous” riots that broke out in Tox- 
teth. But like just about everyone 
else this week, the YS say the under- 
lying cause was that half the working 
.population of Liverpool 8 is in fact 
not working and that whole genera- 
tions are living out lives of hopeless 
and desperate indignity in the most 
appalling housing. 

^Street fighting, burning and loot- 
ing” were not the way to solve these 
problems, the YS sheet said. But it 
achieved national prominence 
through Parliament this week for the 
section hurriedly copied from a simi- 
lar YS document issued in the Wake 
of the Brixton riots. This called for 
the withdrawal of all charges against 
those arrested in the riots and their ■ 
immediate release. 

The Labour Party in Liverpool has 
disowned the leaflet. 

The YS was also in evidence at a 
disturbance at Netherly Comprehen- 
sive School in Liverpool last month. 
According to the local education au- 
thority, pupiis rampaged around the 
building. According to YS, they 
were on strike against a new and 
complicated . timetable . based on a 
six-day cycle. 

The YS handed Out leaflets at the 
school asking "How can we . chal- 
lenge the way certain headmasters 
run their schools?" and calling for 
schools to be controlled by joint 
committees of students, caretakers, 
cleaning ' staff and teacher unions 
with staff, pupils and parents plan- 
ning the curriculum. 

Eyewitnesses of the Toxteth riots 
repeatedly spoke of ringleaders and 
organizers, usually white and often 
wearing a Balaclava or mask. But no 
evidence has been produced linking 
these mob leaders to .the YS. 

Many of 'those involved seemed to 
nave been very young,. and, after a 
while, largely white. Black youths ob- 
jecting to the way the police pursued • 
• one of their riutober wrongly thought 
to have stolen- a -motorbike seem to 
have been the trigger, but they were 
soon- outnumbered by vyhites. 

Among those . arrested were 21 
children between the ages of eight

A riot 
prevented

The close relationships built up be- 
tween two Sheffield youth workers 
and local skinheads may bavc playea 
a major part In preventing a riot tn 
the city centre. 

Ironically, the same two workers 
wore blamed last week by the. Chief 
Constable of South Yorkshire for 
leading a campaign of vilification 
against the police. 

Four weeks ago, around 400 skin- 
heads marched through Sheffield pro- 
testing against police violence and 
harrassment. Six weeks before that, 
youth workers heard the youngsters 
talking about throwing petrol bombs 
Instead. 

So It could have been Sheffield, not 
Liverpool that hit the headlines first. 
Instead that * march got two para- 
graphs In .The Times when a break- 
away group from the demonstration 
chased through the Crucible Theatre 
causing less than £100 damage. (Re- 
ports at first said It ran into 
thousands of pounds.) Several 
Labour councillors Joined In the 
unarcli Including the deputy chairman 
of the education committee, Mr Mike 
Bower. Last week, Mr James Brown- 
low, chief constable of South York- 
shire, blamed two youth workers for 
leading a campaign of vilification 
against the ponce. “The campaign 
was orchestrated by other than the 
skinheads,” he told the police com- 
mittee. He referred to a document 
circulating In the city signed ‘‘Chris 
and Jennie.” 

Skinheads were responsible for 
more than 44 per cent pf robberies, 

“and a staggering 56 per cent of oil 
offences of assault, both minor and 
serious.” Some 588 were either 
arrested or reported on summons for 
a variety of offences and 127 were 
described by victims as “of the skin- 
head fraternity though they were not 
traced.” . 

Mr . Chris. , Strawfard, a senior . 
youth worker with 16 years experl- ■ 
cnce, denies leading a campaign 
against the police. He and his cot- 
league, Miss Jenrilc MerrEman, work 
closely with the youths, mainly skin- 
heads who . hang around the. tfity 
centre. 

Once Miss Merrlman had disco . 
vered the extent of the .skinheads 
anger end frustration at what they 
described as “aggresstve police tac- 
. tics” against them, the. two of them 
had “done some very serious talking 
with the young people, the police and 
councillors.” 

The skinheads . claimed that the

of the youth workers, they compiled 
a dossier of incidents when they

How the UGC slammed into reverse

The University Grants Committee's 
controversial decisions about which 
university departments are to be cut 
and which spared were the result of 
one of the biggest and most detailed 
exercises in its history, and drew on 
the ' expertise of nearly 100 
academics, industrialists and others. 

Over the past 18 months the com- 
mittee and its eight subject sub- 
committees have been going over ev- 
ery university department with a fine 
tooth comb to see whifh deserve to 
be saved and which can afford to be 
reduced. But the secrecy of their 
meetings and the power they wield 
has generated a furore of accusations 
about the academic biases of the 
committee members and their inva- 
sion of the freedom of universities to 
decide for themselves how they 
should spend their grant. 

In principle the UGC has been 
doing nothing new. It has simply 
been doing in reverse - and in grea- 
ter detail - what it did uncon- 
troversially throughout the years of 
expansion. 

It has always been the job of the 


UGC to give specific advice to indi- 
vidual universities about which de- 
partments to expand and which to 
keep unchanged. But now that the 
advice is in terms of contraction and 
cuts, the spotlight has inevitably 
been turned on the committee and 
its secretive, and apparently arbit- 
rary, way of working. 

In the last week the UGC has 
been portrayed as a Cabal of un- 
accountable traditionalists, pre- 
judiced against new universities, hyb- 
rid degree courses, applied research, 
and technology. Above all they have 
been accused of putting cost- 
effectiveness before tbe academic 
worth of particular courses and de- 
partments. 

A superficial look at which univer- 
sities are to bear the brunt does give 
some support to the idea. Salford, 
Aston, and Bradford - all former 
colleges of advanced technology - 
are top of the list, even though they 
ail have strong industrial links and 
appear to be ottering just the kind of 
commercially and industrially related 
courses and research the country 
needs. At the other extreme Ox- 


bridge, and the redbricks are all in 
favour. 

In reality the final decisions follow 
one of the most detailed ever ex- 
aminations of Britain's university sys- 
tem. The aim throughout was to con- 
centrate the cuts in those areas 
where they would do least damage, 
rather than allow a crude slashing of 
budgets across the board. 

The exercise started in late 1979 
when- it was already clear to the 
UGC that the days of expansion 
were over and the new Conservative 
Government would make universities 
take their share of the cuts, in Janu- 
ary 1980 they began talks with every 
vice-chancellor, and by September 
1980 - when the size of any cuts was 
still unknown - they decided to work 
out an overall strategy for reshaping 
the system. It was at this point that 
the eight subject sub-committees 
started the relentless job of looking 
at every department in every uni- 
versity within their field. 

They began work having been 
advised by the main committee of 
several general criteria to consider, 
but also having been told that they 


could - as most indeed did - choose 
their own criteria in addition or in- 
stead. 

They had before them a welter of 
information on almost every conceiv- 
able aspect of the universities and 
courses under consideration . 

Important information came froip 
the universities themselves in the 
summer of 1980 in the form of re- 
plies to a letter sent by the UGC 
asking each one to comment on how 

S would be affected by three 
rent hypotheses: a 2 per cent 
real increase in funding; level fund- 
ing on 1979 figures; or a cut of 5 per 
cent, over the next three years. The 
universities were also asked to state 
the priority they attached to each 
group of subjects. 

When the UGC began the exercise 
they only had the vaguest idea about 
the size and timing of the cuts. It 
was not until May that . the UGC 
learned the exact amount available 
. for universities alone for the final 
two years of the three year period. It 
. was only .then that the main com- 
mittee hod to pull together the 
advice of the eight sub-committees.

It is also true that the sub- 
committee did not visit the university 
departments they were considering, 
though their chairmen claim that be- 
cause they were oil external examin- 
ers and members of professional 
bodies they had a good idea of what 
each department was doing and how 
it was regarded; 

Each sub-committee did use. its 
own yardsticks, but it is not true, as 
has been claimed, that the over- 
riding consideration was . cost- 
effectiveness, In some subjects .the 
concept was largely meaningless. If 
there was any single unifying factor 
it was the academic vigour of a de- 
partment' that mattered. 

Undoubtedly, the academic quality 
of students was relevant - universi- 
ties like Salford have admitted stu- 
dents with poor A level results for 
some years. Another important in- 
dicator was the proportion of its in- 
come that, a university received 
through research grants and con- 
tracts. In 1977 those with the lowest 
Income from this source, were Sal- 
ford, Aston, Bradford, Keele, and 
Stirling, the leading names on the.

Programmed learning 
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The cluster of modem buildings on 
the countrified edges of Corby is 
easy to ignore. No sign board identi- 
fies it. Only an ice-cream van nnd 
road markings outside the gate con- 
firm. the impression that it is a 
school. Sheltered in protective 
anonymity, it is almost as if it had 
already prepared itself for the Fact 
that it wjII soon be .the most famous 
comprehertsive in (he land. 

For eight weeks next year a BBC2 
audience will be able to eavesdrop 
on Kingswood School, Corby, as ft 
goes about its routine of maths 
lessons and careers advice, staffroom 
politics and remedial departments. It 
will be the most detailed picture of a 
comprehensive school ever shown on 
television, and follows the success of 
a similar series on Radley, a public 
school, first broadcast last year. In 
both cases, the producer is Richard 
Denton, who specializes in fly-on- 
the-wall filming of everyday life as it 
really is. Or at least that is the 
intention. 

Kingswood, a mixed eomprehen- 
stve with 950 pupils, was chosen be- 


cause it so nearly fitted the Identikit 
picture' of an average comprehensive 
that had been reorganised long 
enough to have forgotten its selective 
origins. Its social intake is mixed. Its 
academic record is neither asto- 
nishingly good nor embarrassingly 
bad. it has the usual problems of 
lack of resources. Its only mildly 
unusual Features are that it has no 
uniform or corporal punishment. 

Filming started' in the spring term, 
and Denton and his crew have been 
living in Corby and going into the 
school everyday throughout the sum- 
mer. Over half the shooting is now 
complete- 

Four programmes will be about 
the staff, four about the children. 
Brian Tyler, the head, and his close 
involvement in the day-to-day run- 
ning of the school, will be the subject 
of one. Another will follow the re- 
placement of the deputy head, whose

Schools to get 
first news of 
exam results

A new agreement announced this 
week between 10 GCE examining 
boards and the Universities Central 
Council on Admissions, will settle a 
complaint from schools that six- 
formers were hearing results from uni- 
versities or UCCA before the schools 
got the results from the boards. 

Under the new ■ agreement, the 
boards will post A level results to 
schools on an agreed date. The next 
day will be the official publication 
date. 

Neither UCCA nor the universities 
will post any letters of acceptance or 
rejection for places before then. 

Scouting for jobs 

The Scout Association has set up an 
unemployment unit at its London 
headquarters.

FHE representatives on Burnham, 
five worked in polytechnics. 

Dr Anthony Poynton, APT gener- 
al secretary, defended his mem- 


bership claim, saying Mr Dawson 
had not understood their system of 
funding by which money was trans- 
ferred from national to local associa- 
tions. For an unrecognized union to 
recruit even one sixth of the poten- 
tial membership was tremendous. 

He said it was the policy of the 
former technical teachers’ union, 
ATTI - merged with the teacher 
trainers’ union in 1975 to form NAT- 
FHE - of going year after year for 
flat rate rises and so eroding poly 
lecturers’ differentials, which had led 
to the birth of his association in 1973. 

"And remember, we are bigger 
than the ATTI was when they got 
recognition on Burnham. In Northern 
Ireland we have rapidly become the 
biggest union in the polytechnics.” 

"Mr Dawson said there already ex- 
isted a workmanlike practical nego- 
tiating machinery ably representing 
lecturers in both advanced and non- 
advanced work plus small groups of 
specialists such ,as in art and agri- 
culture. 

He pointed out that when Mrs 
Thatcher was Education Secretary in’ 
the early 70s she had refused a simi- 
lar approach by the APT.

Pay protest heads for confrontation

BILBAO: A threat by state school- 
teachers to withhold pupils' final ex- 
amination marks as a protest against 
the lengthy delay in implementing a 
promised pay increase has met mth 
government opposition. 

The Education Ministry has prom- 
ised severe penalties for teachers re- 
taining marks and has declared the 
threat to be anti-constitutional and 
beyond the limit of conventional strike 
practice. 

Thesource of the present conflict is a 
long-standing demand for higher 

or a government assurance to re- 
evaluate the pay scale. 


But shortage of funds and an inflexi- 
Dje bureaucratic system which makes it 
difficult for a ministry to increase its 
allotment during the financial year 
caused mounting frustration among 
teachers. 6 

A special funds vote £352m 
was found to be insufficient to cover 
the increases and an extra £132m has 
been added this month. As a result 
teachers will receive a nine per cent 
nse. one per cent more than other 
memt, ers pf fiie ^ service, and this 
W| ll come into force the next full year. 

I ne pay package includes new reg- 
ulations on working hours so that m 
theory slate teachers will have a 42- 
hour working week. Of these 30 will be 
spent in the school. The primary school 
teaching load will be 25 hours, and the 


secondary school load 18 hours. A 
secondary school headmaster will earn 
an extra £39 a month and an assistant 
will get an extra £35. 

These increases are for the highest- 
paid. Those belonging to the elite 
caiedriUico group and those further 
down the ranks will do rather better. 

An ordinary teacher will enrn an 
extra £51 and this proportionately 
higher rise is seen as an effort to 
eliminate differentials in the present 
complicated caste system with four 
teacher categories operating in the 
same centre. 

This is. considerably less than what 
the teachers originally demanded, but 
after a year-long wait many feel that 
any increase is acceptable.

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President’s axe falls on target 


WASHINGTON: When President 
Reagan first waved his axe over the 
federal budget in February and March, 
educators and other beneficiaries of 
threatened spending programmes took 
the optimistic view that its impact 
would be blunted by the Democratic- 
controlled House or Representatives, 
together with the opportunity that the 
intricacies of the Conaresssional 
budget traditionally gives lobby groups 
to defend their interests. 

Most educational lobbists were con- 
fident that they could limit the cuts to 
10 per cent, rather than the 20-25 per 
cent ranee proposed by Mr Reagan. 

Now, tour months later, they are 
quivering in a state of shock. Through 
brilliant us4 of a Congressional proce- 
dure known as reconaliation - a word 
with a bitterly ironic ring to its victims - 
the Administration has persuaded both 
the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives to adopt the President’s 
package of cuts almost intnet {TES 
February 27 and March 20). 

The damage is not limited to simple 
spending cuts. For the conservative 
coalition of Republicans and right- 
wing Democrats that seems to have 
taken effective control of the House as 
well as the Senate has taken the 
opportunity to rewrite the legislation 


underlying many federal programmes. 

In education, the most important 
change is that 25 separate federal 
programme for elementary and secon- 
dary schools are amalgamated into a 
single “block grant” of about $6Q0m a 
year. The money will be distributed to 
the 50 states, which can use it for any of 
the activities provided for by the 
original categorical programmes, with 
few strings. 

The educational block grant is a 
scaled-down version of the proposal 
that Education Secretary Terrel Bell 
first sent to congress in May (TES May 
81 . Its purpose, as restated in a White 
House document explaining the 
budget cuts last week, is to eliminate 
“complex and confusing requirements, 
which have placed a heavy administra- 
tive burden on states and l.e.a.s. and 
often resulted in practices counterpro- 
ductive to educational achievement”. 

The programmes to be swallowed up 
by the block grant include: basic skills, 
metric, art and consumer education, 
gifted and talented education, deseg- 
regation aid, teacher centres and scien- 
ce teacher training. 

Although Congress declined to con- 
solidate several large education prog- 
rammes on Secretary Bell's list, the 
fact that the House accepted even

State schools offer paying places 


WASHINGTON: In an unusual move 
to compete with private education, the 
Greenwich school system in Connecti- 
cut is offering to take in pupils who live 
outside its catchment area - for a 
tuition fee of $3,575 a yeBr. 

Ernest Fleishman, superintendent of 
the 14-school system, said the plan was 
a way to bring in new revenue at a time 
when the state and federal govern- 
ments were cutting back their aid to the 
district. 

Greenwich has plenty of room for 
new pupils, for the system's enrolment 
hns fallen from 11,110 in 1970to8,120 
this year. That is not because there is 
anything wrong with the schools but 
because the number of children in the 
town has dropped sharply. Greenwich 
is full of wealthy middle-aged couples 
whose children have grown up. 

In fact the town is one of the most 
affluent in the New York-metropolitan 
area, and its high property tax base has 
given Greenwich an exceptionally 
well-equipped set of schools with an 
excellent record of sending students on 
to top' universities. Of course the

Sir, - David Lister's report on the 
Stoke Rochford Conference and Philip 
Venning’s report of the Department of 
Employment survey on recruitment 
(June 26) both emphasize the grow- 
ing gap between the very limited 
objectives of GCE and CSE and the 
much wider objectives of a balanced 
11-16 education. 

I have been sponsored by the educa- 
tion unit of the Department of Industry 
to send a questionnaire to 280 firms in 
England and Wales with examples of 
our own 16-plus Pupil Profile, which 
covers the whole ability ratine and 
reflects a wide range of'qualihes and 
skills appropriate to education today. 
The full details of this survey will be 
published in due course but a prelimin- 
ary study of the response from some 50 
major and 50 small-scale employers, 
distributed widely in England and 
Wales, yields some important points. 
There is a dear consensus that the 
pupil profile Is of value to employers on 
pupils likely to gain several O levels as 
well as those less highly qualified. The 
components employers rated very im- 
portant or quite important are personal 
qualities, numeracy, literacy, skill in 
communication and, for a substantial 
lortion, reasoning and practical 
Is are also of great value; almost all 
employers welcomed a pupil contribu- 
tion. 

We have deliberately sought critical 
comment and out of this brief prelimin- 
ary survey of the returns so far it is clear 
that while the general idea of pupil 
profiles gains ready, indeed in many 
cases enthusiastic, acceptance, there 
are a number of aspects in which 
conflicting views occur. These include 
the size of document, layout and space 
taken over entries, the value of the 
“personal" hand-written comment ver- 
sus the more easily read computerized 
print-out and the place of negative 
or critical comments in the pro- 
file. It is also clear that nationally

standardized tests or criteria in certain 
areas (literacy and numeracy are ob- 
vious possibilities) would not only be 
welcomed but would reduce signifi- 
cantly the scope of tests employers feel 
that they need to set for entrants who 
have just left school. 

. Outstanding among the advantages 
of pupil profiles would be their availa- 
bility in the Spring because one of the 
major reasons for the proliferation of 
tests set by employers is the non- 
availability of examination results until 
months after posts are filled. A further 
reason is that the majority of CSE and 
GCE results are not easily interpreted 
in terms of the employees require- 
ment. Many of the skills and qualities 
required at various levels of employ- 
ment are, in fact, valuable in all aspects 
of post-16 activity and we can often 
identify them within the subjects of our 
formal curriculum. Unfortunately they 
are not separately identified or asses- 
sed in our reporting of examinations 
and so employers are forced to devise 
their own tests. 

The establishment of GCSE in the 
next few years wilt inevitably exclude 
about 40 per cent of our pupils from 
evidence of a balanced curriculum to 
16-plus. This will be divisive in the 
extreme: but the existence of a 
nationally recognized 16-plus Profile 
for ALL pupils can compensate and 
provide schools with aims and objec- 
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lives applicable to all pupils - and, in 
turn, motivate those for whom GCSE 
is not a realistic target.

Sir, It was heartening to read David 
Lister's account of the Stoke Rochford 
conference on the needs of the 14 to 19 
age range, and one looks forward to 
the setting up of pilot schemes. 

I am concerned, however, that Lord 
Gowrie, Mr Robertson, and others 
seemed to be unaware that many 
schools have for some years been 
dealing with the client group identified 
by the conference, alongside the more 
traditional examination-oriented 
group, and their teachers already have 
a fund of useful experience, 

For example, my school cannot be 
the only one in the country which 
offers:

cent. Partly as a result of this program- 
me. the youth unemployment figures 
for the school are substantially below 
the average for the area.. 

1 believe that larger numbers would 
stay at school beyond 16 were it not the 
worst financial option open to them 
and their families at that age. 

With falling rolls, there is a lot of 
expensive school plant underused, and 
more to come. 

Many other arguments could be 
produced to justify the use of schools in 
‘‘new” ways, and facts to suggest that 
many schools are aching to expand 
thejr concepts. 

There is, however, one utterly 
deadening factor, which must be tack- 
led: local authorities are increasingly 


being forced to reduce expenditure; 
teachers’ salaries constitute a large part 
of that expenditure; therefore teaching 
staffs are being reduced; since educa- 
tion for the under 16s is a statutory 
obligation, post- 16 students are in- 
creasingly denied the teachers they 
need and want. 

Only the MSC has any money. If the 
Government want to reduce the appa- 
rent youth unemployment figures, 
some of that money must be allocated 
to post- 16 education in schools.

James Hemming, the educational psycholog- 
ist, the other expert witness for the Harrisons, 
emphasized that modern research into dyslexia 
has established that it derives from a specific 
pattern of brain structure, and that the emphasis 
on verbal skills in most schools presents a real 
danger that dyslexics will suffer profound frustra- 
tion because of their inability to express their real 
capabilites. This is a danger that does not arise in 
autonomous education, with its emphasis on 
practical skills and on self-motivation 

The local authority claimed a 75 per cent 
success rate in curing dyslexia, but how does this 
compare with Grant and Newell's chances of 
success at home, with the successful examples of 
Wanda and Andrea before them? What is the 
basis for the balance of probabilities that they 
would be better off in a structured “special 
learning unit*, at school? 

It is significant that all reports on the case refer 
to the “ right of parents to educate their children 
at home”. The Education Act nowhere refers to 
rights, only to duty, "ft is the duty of the parent to 
cause his child . . . The assumption is that if 
you send your child to a state school you are 
automatically discharging that duty. 

But supposing in your opinion the only 
available state school is not causing your child to 
receive efficient education? Surely in that case 
there is not merely a right to seek alternatives, 
but a duty to do so? If the schools designated in 
the attendance orders had been subjected to the 
sort of scrutiny directed at the Harrisons’ 
provision, they too might have emerged as failing 
to achieve what they set out to achieve. 

Having dealt with the “efficiency" of the 
education offered, the judgment went on to 
consider its suitability to the children's age, 
ability and aptitude - another requirement that 
the Act leaves in mid-air, unqualified and 
undefined. “In our judgment", it read, “that 
requirement is fulfilled if, and only If, the 
education is (I) such as to prepare the children 
for life in modern civilized society, and (2) to 
enable them to achieve their full potential.” 

What does this mean? What is the “hidden 
curriculum" behind these aims? Doe* it mean to 
prepare children to conform to society's currently 
accepted values, many of which are just what the 
Harrison family are questioning and rebelling 
against? 

These doubts were pinpointed by a significant 
exchange about Grant: His ability as a practical 
builder was under discussion, ana cousel for the 
authority interjected “if he had been better 
educated he might have become an architect, and 
not just a builder." But is becoming an architect 
suitable to Grant's aptitude and ability? Or is it 
suitable only to the sort of conception that 
banisters and educationists, and perhaps also 
Judges, have of success? 

An architect is a professional, a builder is an 
artisan. Does Grant want to become a profes- 
sional? Is this a prime example of the authorities, 
the professionals, the establishment, imposing 
their own value. judgments and prejudices against 
the common-sense evidence ; before their eyes? 
Are such peopld, well-intentioned and well- 
qualified as they may be, really equipped to judge 
the promise of the future on behalf of someone 
like Gfant Harrison? . " •.

This brings us to the last area of confusion: 
Who is to make the assessment, and by what 
criteria? The Harrisons refused to accept assess- 
ment by the l.e.a. because the method the l.e.a. 
proposed was, they felt, entirely out of keeping 
with the spirit of the education they were 
providing, and because their insistence on 
structured teaching was biassed against it. 

But the law says: “The parent must satisfy the 
authority. . Does this mean that the authority 
collects the evidence, provides the criteria and 
makes the judgment, and that if the parents are 
dissatisified with the authority's decision their 
only recourse is to the Courts? If so, this can only' 
be achieved by refusing to comply with an 
attendance order, and if the case goes against them 
they are guilty of a criminal offence. This can also 
carry the danger of a care order, a threat often 
resorted to by l.e.a.s. 

This situation makes a mockery of Section 76 
of the Education Act, which says that . . pupils 
are to be educated in accordance with the wishes 
of their parents.” The intention' of the Act is 
surely to protect children against neglect and 
abuse, not to force every family in an area to 
submit to a monolithic system dictated by the 
local authority? 

Here again the judgment touched upon these 
issues, grasped at them, but finally wavered. It 
criticized the Harrisons for refusing to allow the 
l.e.a. to monitor the children's work. Now 
presumably this criticism was not made idly, but 
was one of the factors that influenced the 
judgment. Yet the appeal was allowed in the case 
of Andrea, even though her work had not been 
monitored. Evidently, although monitoring wos 
taken into account, it was not a determining 
factor. 

It seems to be a characteristic of human nature, 
or at any rate of man’s nature if not woman's, to 
believe that if only he applies his intelligence to 
organization, if only he can produce a blue-print, 
a central plan, a structure, he can improve things 
no end, ne can impose an improvement upon 
them. This does work when you are building 
bridges or devising a railway timetable. But it 
doesn't always work, especially when human 
nature intrudes, and it is nowadays questioned in 
many fields. 

~ In education it is questioned by the auton- 
omous system, and although the Judge tried hard 
and fairly to accept this as a valid viewpoint, he 
succumbed in the end to his predilection in favour 
of an Imposed .order. He construed education as 
meaning “the development of mental powers and 
.character and the acquisition of knowledge 
Ithrough the imparting of skills and learning by 
systematic instruction”. This definition would 
probably be disputed by most people concerned 
with education, and of course one of the 
problems is that there is no definition that woOld 
gain universal agreement. 

Jt is this that makes legal judgments so fragile, 
for given that definition it is almost inevitable 
that the appeals would fail - indeed, the 
surprising thing is that, in spite of it, the appeal 
was allowed in Andrea’s case. However, in 
allowing the appeal in respect of Andrea the 
judgment has a number of implications for both 
parents and l.e.a.s and for future court cases. 

The Act does securely establish that you may 
educate your child “otherwise than at school", 
and that you do not necessarily have to provide 
structure, or a planned timetable, or anything 
which corresponds to normal schooling; nor do 


you have to conform to any particular system of 
education favoured by the l.e.a; nor do you 
necessarily have to allow the l.e.a to monitor 
your children's work; nor do your children have 
to work for or achieve success in public examina- 
tions. What you do have to provide is evidence of 
fundamental academic skills such as numeracy 
and literary. 

This is the first time that any such judgment on 
an Education Act has been made in a higher court 
since 1911, when in Bevan v. Shears three High 
Court Judges reached rather similar, though 
much less sweeping, conclusions. Unless it is 
modified or over-ruled on appeal to the Division- 
al Court, it represents an important precedent in 
interpreting Sections 36 and 37 of the 1944 Act. 
In spite of its shortcomings, it has gone a long way 
towards clarifying these sections, and it wiil 
certainly be of help lo families wishing to practise 
alternative forms of education under the “other- 
wise” option. 

When in 1961 Joy Baker finally won her 
10-year battle to educate her children at home 


on a legal point, her example did not immediately 
create a crowd of imitators. But times have 
changed. The public image of state education has 
not improved in the intervening 20 years. More 
parents are critical and questioning. Many more 
families have proved that the “otherwise” option 
offers a practical and rewarding alternative. 

So far there has always been this uncertainty 
about the legal position, always an untested 
threat in the background. Now there is a little 
more light, a little more reassurance. Whatever 
the final outcome for Grant and Newell, the 
■case of Andrea Harrison may prove to be a 
landmark, in loosening the stranglehold that the 
authorities and schools and teachers have on 
education, and in creating the sort of diverse and 
flexible provision that many people see as desir- 
able.

aspirations 

Towards the end of January in 1968, two 
companies of the US army’s crack 101st Airborne 
division, the ‘'Screaming Eagles”, arrived in the 
Vietnamese village of My Thuy Phuong. In 
keeping with the American way of war in 
Vietnam, the 101st, probably without intending 
it, immediately scandalized the locals by siting 
Camp 'Eagle in an area where numerous graves 
had been tended for generations. Bulldozers 
roared, barbed wire spread around perimetre 
fences, helicopter strips were laid down. Mess 
halls, command centres, a chapel and eight 
different clubs for the recreation of the troops 
were speedily completed, and when Camp Eagle 
was ready, a sign went up proclaiming "If you 
want it done, ask the 101.” 

The 7,500 or so inhabitants of My Thuy 
‘Phuong, a complex of hamlets a few miles 
south-west of the old imperial city of Hue in 
central Vietnam, reasoned, correctly, that no 
good would come of it. They were hardly 
inaocents about calamity. The village which. 
James Walker Jr. selected for his fascinating 
study* had already experienced, in little more 
than half acentuty, French colonialism, Japanese 
occupation, the attempted return of the French 
and the beginning of terrible civil war.

My first intimation of an Antipodean literary 
goldmine came in the form of the film of the 
book The Getting of Wisdom, Henry Handql 
Richardson's engaging tale of a talented girl's 
..schooldays at the tu^n of f he century. This Was 
soon Followed . by the hugely successful My 
; Brilliant Career,- .Miles ''Franklin's resentful 
1 account of her search for equality, where only, 
marriage would free her from grinding poverty 
amid' ignorance, drought, and despair. 

Other prospectors moved in. Virago now make 
it possible for us to read the book of the film 
of the bbok, in both bases, so' that we can 
'Judge their literary worth. Adding to the min-

all of whom had, in a variety of more or less brutal 
methods, sought to exploit and intimidate them. 
So Trul finger’s book, os Eugene McCarthy 
observes in his foreword (remember him? He was 
right over Vietnam, if little else), is about a 
community of “surprised and startled victims". It 
is a meticulous account of how a series of 
misfortunes and disruption came to destroy a way 
of life which had developed to the point where 
most of those involved, if not exactly satisfied, 
were willing to accept their place In the village's 
social and economic order. 

A political scientist by training, Trullinger 
worked for the US aid programme in South 
Vietnam between 1968 and 1972, important years 
which spanned the greatest level of America's 
military involvement to the beginning of US 
troop withdrawals under Nixon’s "Vietnamisa- 
tion” plan. In 1974, with the US officially out of 
the war, Trullinger returned with the idea of 
studying a contested village at the closest possible 
range. He had five months in and around My 
Thuy Phuong before the imminent collapse of 
South Vietnam obliged him to leave the country 
in March 1975. 

By then, he had a mountain of material. Some 
of it is presented rather laboriously and at too 
great a length, but the book comes alive through 
the words of the villagers, great and lowly, to 
whom he talked endlessly about everything from 
global politics (which usually bored them) to the 
problems which arose when a tractor was given to 
the village, with the very best intentions, by US ' 
aid officials. It was put in the charge of a wealthy 
farmer who supported the Saigon regime: he 
immediately sacked five men who had been 
working his land; fellow landowners who bor- 
rowed the tractor did the same. Since every 
square foot of good land was already Intensely 
cultivated, there was no increase in production, 
merely the loss of precious jobs. 

The Vietnamese takes some pnde in being a 
hard people to get to know. Tnillinger's persist- 
ence, once he had convinced everybody that he 
was not CIA plant - a good many "researchers" 
probably were - was to pay off handsomely. In 
informal chats at the village pump, in the fields, 
around the drinking table in the privacy of the 
villagers' huts and in barely clandestine meetings 
with the local Viet Cong, Trullinger heard the 
authentic voices of Vietnam, the opinions and 
hopes and fears of people whom the French, the 
Japanese and the Americans in turn never 
considered worth talking to. Trullinger can trace, 
through those who actually experienced the 
events, the slow but unstoppable growth of 
nationalism under the prodding of the Viet Mlnh, 
the development of the local and regional cell 
systems which throw up the best and most 
dedicated leaders, the ones who laid the ground- 
work, psychological and practical , for the coming 


Franklin’s sequel My, Career goes Bung , arid 
Maurice Guest, Henry Handel Richardson’s 
attempt at the grand literary style of Modern 
Bovary and Anna Karenina, to which it has 
been compared. 

The autobiographical novels tend to be pre- 
judged by the impact of the films. The Getting 
of Wisdom withers to 9 carat affair which 
withholds the excitement of a musical career so 
promising that the truculent little heroine 
emerges triumphant and bound for Leipzig and 
possible fame. This development has been 
included in the film as it occurred in the 
author's life, and the film is enriched by it. By 
comparison the novel is tame; pleasant 
enough, but giving no indication of the power 
and scope of Maurice Guest. . 

The. frustrations and resentments of Sybylla 
in My Brilliant Career are so burningly felt that

Corruption, extortion, unfair taxation, insuffi- 
cient land; the usual complaints of a repressed 
rural community, but given an extra .edge of 
bitterness among Vietnamese, who saw their 
problems as a direct consequence of foreign 
control. “They knew what France waa doing in 
our fatherland" says a peasant who recalls the 
first Viet Minh leaders, “They understood why 
the Westerners were here." The Viet Minh 
helped create the vision of a "better life" - peace 
and Security in the countryside and economic 
prosperity.

This may be because around My Thuy Phuong, 
no pressure was needed to win the people over, 
or because TYullinger believes - as I do - that, 
overall, the Viet Cong's courage, discipline ana 
understanding treatment of villagers with whom 
they had everything in common was the crucial 
factor In their success. ... 

Did the US ever really understand about the' 
hopes and ambitions and allegiances of villagers 
like those In My Thuy Phuong7 Tnillinger's work 


shows it was possible to (earn about them and 
•from them. But only in exceptional cases involv- 
ing exceptional Americans was there any real 
grasp of the importance of Vietnamese history 
and nationalism, any real sense of what the US 
should be telling the people about, the fight 
against Communism. All the Viet Cong had to do 
- and they did it consummately well - was to 
hammer home the message that the Americans, 
like the French and Japanese, wanted to destroy 
the fatherlahd and the. traditional way of life. The 
Presidency, the Pentagon, Congress and the 
ordinary US troops in the field - the only ones 
■who deserve, any sympathy - did the rest. 

What kind of peace finally settled upon My 
Thuy Phuong? A hard one, surely. Economic 
deprivation, disastrous floods and droughts 
which ruined precious crops. And still more war, 
this time featuring the victorious army of Viet- 
nam in the role of invader and. aggressor in 
Cambodia, Laos and China. Trullinger fears for 
I his friends, "True peace of mind probably eludes 
most villagers ...In that sense. My Thuy Phuong 
perhaps remains a village at war".

At first it seemed as if the latest 
story in the ^ ieybury senes (BBC 2) 
were getting to '(he heart of the mat- 
ter at last: the ethics of psychiatric 
practice - and more particularly the 
morality of detaining or "treating" 

K le without , their consent. My 
5 rose on discovering that its 
highly-accomplished writer, David 
Blunt, is also a barrister and could 
therefore be expected to know some- 
thing of the tortuous history of 

E niatry and the law, as well as 
to argue a case effectively. His 
history couldn’t be faulted, but if the 

K risoncr in the dock was involuntari- 
j psychiatry, then the verdict was an 
open one or “not proven". It is of 
course admirable to keep an open 
mind on these matters out not, I 
hope, to the extent that our brains 
fall out. 

The Mental Treatment Act of 1930 
was preceded by a Royal Commis- 
sion, mainly composed of lawyers. 
Although it advocated a move to- 
wards a medical view of mental ill- 
ness, it also recommended that de- 
tention should remain the concern of • 
judicial authority. It was I lie Labour . 
Government, in its zeal to deny that 
mental illness was a social or politic- 
al problem, who insisted that “non- 


volitidna!” patients could be detained 
on medical sny-so alone. A decision 
worthy of Pontius Pilate himself, it 
was instrumental in determining both 
the composition of the 1937 Royal 
Commission (dominated by the 
medical profession) and the 1959 
Mental Health Act which followed 
it. This Act, the last to appear on 
the statute books, allowed a person 
to be incarcerated on the assent of 
his/her next-of-kin. It also abolished 
the system , of automatic review (of 
- the grounds for detention) and ruled 
that patients should only have the 
right of appeal to a tribunal. Nearly 
a quarter of a centuiy later, we are 
still having to live with its consequ- 
ences. 

Frank Caley, brilliantly portrayed 
by Kenneth Haigh as a personality 
unable to contain itself except at the 
price of extinction, knew all about 
the 1959 Act. Lucky, for him. He 
could devote his energy to organizing 
his (eventually successful) appeal, 
leaving discussion of his "illness” to 
others - notably his wife and the 
psychiatrist. "It’s difficult to think of 
him being mentally ill,” said she; 
“that’s just the way he is.” Dr 
Roebuck thought otherwise: “Frank 
is suffering from a manic-depressive 
psychosis. Because she came across 
in the person of Rosemary McHale 
as an intelligent and sympathetic 
woman, it was difficult to see why 
she took his word for it. However, 
she did, and the blandly patronising 
Roebuck (Patrick Stewart) managed 
to persuade her to sign the commit- 
tal papers - an action she later re- 
gretted with some bitterness as one 
of betrayal. 

None of these problems inherent 
in this situation was minimized. So 
far it was' just possible to view it 
impartially. Later, when asked by 
the tribunal chairman if a man 


should be kept in a mental hospital 
because of a sincere belief in civil 
rights. Roebuck shook his head and 
smiled pityingly. He appeared smug, 
but Frank was clearly what is loosely 
termed a nutter. The ambivalence 
was beautifully caught. 


But unfortunately this was as far 
as the analysis went. Mr Blunt 
seemed determined, in his judicious 
way, to put forward the arguments 
of Doth the organic school (who be- 
lieve that mental illnesses are dis- 
eases which can be treated by drugs 
or other organic means) and the so- 
called anti-psychiatry school (who 
believe that mental illnesses are not 
diseases, but disturbances arising 
from the pathology of family rela- 
tionships) I say seemed advisedly. At 
no point did Dr Roebuck or his 
colleagues produce any evidence that 
Frank was suffering from an organic 
disease which justified the adminis- 
tration °f drugs, let alone his incar- 
ceration. When Sarah Arnott was 
wheeled into Dr Roebuck's office in 
an apparently catatonic state, it was 
stated that there was nothing organi- 


cally wrong with her. No attempt 
was made to discover what might 
have brought her to that pass. ECT 


was the immediate answer - and it 
"worked". Frank, however, con- 
tinued to be a nuisance because he 
refused to take his medication. If he 
had, it too would have “worked”. 

The simple (-minded) logic of the 
organic approach was given the 
weight of authority, whereas most of 
the anti-psychiatry sentiments were 
voiced by Frank. “Nothing wrong 
with her that 40,000 volts won't 
cure." he announced gleefully of 
Saran. Contrary to his dire predic- 
tions, ECT was shown as a not un- 
pleasant experience and its victim, 
restored to . speech, gave him no 
thanks for championing her cause.

Irving Wardle on the history of Theatre Workshop 


The Theatre Workshop Story. By 
Howard Goorney.

So far as London is concerned, 
Theatre Workshop is the company 
that' uied to function in the house 
now run by Mr Philip Hedley on a 
perilous island site just off the 
Leytoiistone one-way system, Strat- 
ford East, Otherwise known as the 
Theatre Royal, this was the home of 
Joan Llltlewood and her actors (who 
Indeed did live there) from 1953 un- 
til she finally threw in the sponge 
20 years later. 

Thai is already eight years ago, 
and theatrical memoir is short. But 
if the name of the Workshop means 
anything to the general public, it 
means the outfit that discovered 
Brendan Behan and which created 
Oh What a Lovely War; with luck, it 
might also stir recollections of She- 
lagTi Delaney's A Taste of Honey, 
and Prank Norman’s Flags Ain't Wot 
They Used T'Be which were among 
the shows which this apparently inex- 
haustible troupe shipped off to the: 
West End at the turn of the sixties. 
Exhaustion then did set in. and the 
Workshop returned to its obscure 
poverty-stricken grind leaving behind 
the glow of a few golden years. 

Follow its record further back into 
the past, and the whole picture 
changes; even the golden years look 
more like the last incandescent flick- 
er of a fullering candle in compari- 
son with what led up to them. The 
story begins in Manchester in the 
early 1930s when Littlewood and a 

S agit-prop artist called Jimmy 
(alios Ewan MacCoIl) joined 
forces to form an amateur group 
called the Theatre of Action. This 
was an offshoot of the then 
flourishing Workers’ Theatre Move- 
ment, but it speedily, distanced itself 
from factory-gate CP work by going 
indoors and cultivating craftsmanship 
as well as politics. 

Manchester at that time was a 


haven for Left-wing German re- 
fugees, some of whom brought with 
them theatrical skills undreamt-of on 
the British stRge. Littlewood and 
MacCoIl worked with Ernst Toller at 
the Rusholme rep; later they worked 
with the Olympian figure of Rudolf 
Laban whose pioneer studies in 
physical movement became a central, 
ana fiercely disciplined element in 
their productions. 

Through voracious reading they 
■ also absorbed Appia's doctrines on 
stage lighting, Russian rehearsal 
methods (Meyerhold as well as Sta- 
nislavsky), and (he techniques of the 
American Labour Stage: an entire 
qrash course in modern international 
stagecraft which had otherwise pas- 
sed Britain by. And, with the trans- 
formation of the Theatre of Action 
into the better organized Theatre 
Union, they embodied these techni- 

a ues in a series of sophisticated poli- 
cal shows culminating in Last Edi- 
tion, a multi-stage Living Newspaper 
exposing every official British cover- 
up from the Gresfbrd Pit disaster to 
the Munich agreement, until it was 
taken off by the police. 

In 1945 tne group reformed on a 
professional basis as Theatre Work- 
shop, and embarked on a provincial 
touring programme in the full flood 
of postwar optimism. From their first 


Wales with Molidre, Lorca, 
Chekhov, and a succession of pieces 
by MacCoIl that summed tip the 
company’s social viewpoint and pro- 
duction styles: Johnny Noble, which 
turned a bare stage into the heaving 
deck of a merchant ship, and Ura- 
nfiun 235 in which the company 
danced the process of atomic fission. 
They had no grant; they were poor 
and became poorer; and their faith 
that they were restoring a lost cultu- 
ral inheritance to the ordinary peo- 
ple was not answered by full houses. 
When they ..finally abandoned the 
killing routine of one-flight stands 


mainly for reasons of bare survival; 
and some members of the group - 
MacCoIl among them - regarded the 
move as a fatal betrayal of their 
original intentions. 

whether ft was or not is a theme 
for endless debute, and Howard 
Goomey puts the arguments for and 
against without adding his own cast- 
ing vote. This is not the book of an 
outside student delivering judgments 


and hoping to produce a “definitive” 
history. Mr Goomey is the Work- 
shop’s longest-serving actor, and 
writes as if the rest of the team are 
looking over his shoulder; as indeed 
they are, as much of the account 
consists of verbatim statements from 
his -colleagues! The record of a com- 
pany. it is a company book. What 
Mr Goomey has done is to devise a 
clear, workmanlike framework for an 
extremely complicated subject, so as 
to accommodate thumb-nail profiles 
of the group, social and theatrical 


history, technical detail on Laban 
and the company's no-less masterful 
voice coach Nelson Illingworth, Lit- 
tlewood's rehearsal methods, a chro- 
nological summary of productions 
(with brilliantly illuminating extracts 
from some of their early, forgotten 
work), and painfully realistic picture

work), and painfiilly realistic picture 
of the daily grind. 

There are many good stories; of 
men like Harry Greene abandoning 
safe jobs to join the near-destitute 
troupe; of disasters on the road; of 
miraculous feats of invention; of the 
company's tramp up to Bleaklow 
Hill to snaffle lighting equipment 
from a crashed Flying Fortress; of 
amazing windfalls, ana acts of petty 
dishonesty with which the Workshop 
somehow managed to keep going un- 
til the next date. 

What strikes through all this mate- 
rial is the brutally discouraging con- 
trast between the total dedication, 
talent, and international scholarship 
of their work, and the numbing 
squalor in which they were obliged 
to carry it out. Until 1957 they had 
ao grant of any land, and theatre 


farming jobs. Starting pay at Strat- 
ford was £2 a week, for which they 
worked 18 hours a day. And when 
the Arts Council, in 1972, at last 
came through with a subsidy that 
bore some relationship to the com- 
pany’s needs it was only after their 
theatre had been declared a listed 
building I 

Mr Goorney dwells on the acts of 
private generosity that helped them 
over the years; and also on the suc- 
cession of triumphant foreign tours, 
to Czechoslovakia, Sweden, Paris, 
and to Germany immediately after 
the war (it was the Germans above 
all who recognized the work as an 
extension of their own pre-war avant 
garde). The tours, it seems clear, 


had a huge importance in offsetting 
the relentless indifference they met 
at home. • 

It Is a heroic and often hilariously 
funny story, and its effect is pro- 
foundly depressing. The group cast 
themselves as outsiders, choosing to 
address the common people of Eng-

theatregoers. But they did not build 
up the public they wanted; and when 
the middle-class did move in, siphon* 
mg off cast after cast into the West 
End, the company bled to death. 

■ Th 5 Workshop in its time pro- 
duced some of tne finest productions 
of the century, and it is good that we 
now have a book that does some 
justice to them and tells the story of 
their creators. Littlewood and Mac- 
Coil are still alive, but their company 
is history, to be recoiled as a 
courageous victim of official blind- 
ness and public indifference. We are 
now entering a time closely resemb- 
ling that of the early 1930s. Perhaps 
there is less public resistance to poli- 
tical theatre now than there was in 
the heyday of the WTM. But if, by 
some amazing stroke of luck, 
another such group should start 
operating in n remote corner of Eng- 
land, the ■‘centres of excellence" 
guillotine would come slicing down, 
and it would be the same story all- 
over again.

One of the functions of cataclysmic 
social upheavals is to prepare for the 
creation of new institutions by des- 
troying the existing ones. In tne un- 
avoidable delay between the dis- 


troying the existing ones. In the un- 
avoidable delay Between the dis- 
appearance of the latter and the set- 
ting-up of the former, conditions 
worsen and the sufferings of the 
poor become more acute, because, 
inter alia, the old institutions dis- 
pensing relief have been done away 
with before new ones can be de- 
vised. 

The detailed exposition of this 
cruel circumstance forms the subst- 
ance of Mr Forrest’s ably 
documented study. The first chapter 
introduces the subject by a discus- 
sion of how poverty is to be realisti- 
cally defined in the then given condi- 
tions. The remaining ones deal with 
aspects of poor relief, traditional and 
new (so far this was set afoot), and 
with new problems arising from the 
hugely increased number, of found- 
lings, and from the introduction of 
.universal military service. Quite aside 
from doctrinal differences, particu- 
larly those between the ideas of the 
Jacobins and of their successors, 
which yielded their quantum of dis- 
ruption and impoverishment of relief 
institutions, and worsened condi- 
tions, the prime impediment to pro- 
viding anything even remotely like 
adequate relief (whatever its man- 
ner) was lack of money resulting 
from the unavoidably huge military 
expenditure, though also to some ex- 
tent from inflationary economic poli- 
cies, especially the introduction of 
paper money. 

The difficulties resulting from 
these varied causes were exacerbated 
by the fact that even well-considered 
legislation of universal application 
lacked the apparatus to put it into 
effect. If to this is added the cir- 


cumstance that privilege, instead of 
vanishing, reappeared in different 
guise (eg as the ability to pay to be 
free from military service), it is easy 
to understand why for the first flush 
of hope and expectation, disillusion- 
ment and. disaffection became 
common.- 

Mr Forrest also shows clearly how 
anachronistic it is to think in terms 
of “the French revolution", when in 
reality what had initially appeared as 
a nationwide movement was the 
largely fortuitous concurrence of 
many local interests, grievances, 
needs which quickly revealed their 
wholly .parochial limits. From the 
standpoint of these, “France” was a 


meaningless expression, and policies 
and legislation conceived in terms of 
it, of some “national interest", 
irrelevant, to the extent that they 
went beyond them. It is just because 
the French revolution was, in its re- 
moter consequences, an historic 
event of sweeping magnitude, that it 
is easy to overlook the increased 
suffering that was its immediate (and 
sometimes single) effect for so many 
of those who nad looked to It for a 
betterment of their conditions. Mr 
Forrest’s work is a salutary reminder 
that for the gains later enjoyed, a 
bitter price was at first exacted. 

Professor Rud£’s book, first pub- 
lished in 1964, sets a poser. It is not 
a question of the adequacy of the 
evidence adduced. Rather one of 
whether this information has any 
necessary connexion with the gener- 
al remarks forming the second sec- 
tion of the study, a query that raises 
a doubt about the intrinsic value of 
that information.

Both of these paperbacks have to do 
with consumers of the social services:' 
the first being for them (indirectly at 
least) and the second being about 
them,, or some of them. On the 
whole the first effort comes off bet- 
ter than the second. 

Joan Clegg’s Dictionary of Social 
Services is m fact directed at a large 
and variegated "anyone . . new to 
the work of Lbe major social service 
organizations, whether as employee 
or volunteer; as student of the social 
services with an interest in social 
work; or, finally, simply as an ordin- 
ary citizen desiring to follow intel- 
ligently debates aoout social policy 
or to serve on a committee of a local 
authority or voluntary organization”. 
The range of entries is if anything 
broader than such an audience might 
lead one to expect, Everything from 
“Attendance Allowance’* to “Aut-. 
ism", from "Pay As You Go" to 
“Presenting Problem”, from “Meals 
on Wheel?’ to “Milk & Vitamins”, 
from “Group Practice" to “Green 
Belt” and from "School Milk" to 
“Social Science” finds an entry here. 

Inevitably such breadth brings its 
own difficulties. Since this is clearly 
not Just a dictionary of the “social 
services”, potential users may have 
little idea in advance of precisely 
what is and is not likely ta be in- 
cluded ip this amorphous collection. 
Furthermore, multi-target definitions 
run the risk of not being quite 
appropriate, or sufficient, tor any 
particular target group. This is parti- 
cularly the case with the rrither 
wooden definitions of “Social Policy" 


“Social Science” and “Social Admi- 
nistration” for instance. Yet this will 
stand as a useful, ready-reference 
text for a host of people involved or 
interested in the social service field 
nevertheless. - - 

The scope and appeal of Sup- 
plementary Benefits and the Consum- 
er is much more limited, more , so 
than even its title might suggest. The 
authors offer a useful review and 
discussion of major issues surround- 
ing the administration of Sup- 
plementary Benefits. Yet their pre- 
sentation is dragged down consistent- 
ly by what, presumably, was sup- 
posed to be the raison d'etre of their 
entreprise: the account of their own 
client survey results. 

Tills was a small survey; a sample 
of S.B. clients who had and who had 
not (Control Group) been in auto- 
matic receipt of form A124 (a de- 
tailed statement of the way in which 
their benefit had been calculated) in 
three areas. Only 49 per cent of 
those selected were successfully, in- 
terviewed and, among these, receipt 
of form AI24 does not seem to have 
made much difference to those to 
whom it was issued (only 52 per cent 
of whom hod actually read Ft). 

The overall picture is one of client 
apathy. Satisfaction, it seems, is 
bound up with ignorance; although 
the unemployed are understandably 
more likely to read their A124 and 
to have various complaints than are 
retirement pensioners. Such points 
are worth demonstrating. Yet the 
survey results are reported in such a 
painstaking and pedestrian fashion in 
the second half of chapter after 
chapter, with seemingly no finding 
too uninteresting to leave out, that 
the whole makes wearisome reading. 
Actual clients seem just as shadowy 
and remote as they naVe ever been. 
Perhaps- we need another sort of 
survey, or at least a different style of 
reporting, to ensure that the client 
actually speaks.

Dr Jim Howe, head of the Depart- 
ment of Artificial Intelligence at Edin- 
burgh university, is one of a growing 
number of people who believes that 
computer education has started off in a 
wrong and damaging direction. 

They believe that computers are 
being used to deliver traditional educa- 
tion packages, using methods that have 
already been unsuccessful with many 
children , and they think they may have - 
a powerful alternative. . 

It’s name is Logo. Logo is a sophisti- 
cated computer language developed in 
the late 1960s in and around the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy. Its most famous exponent Profes- 
sor Seymour Papert, a mathematician 
who worked with Piaget and then got 
interested in trying to use computers in 
education. 

Logo's great feature is that all chil- 
dren - not just the bright ones - can 
very quickly use it to make a computer 
carry out their own instructions and 
intentions. The computer’s speed and 
precision means that they can play with 
shapes, or numbers, or words, getting 
instant (and sometimes unexpected) 
results. 

In the process -so Logo's supporters 
argue - children will very likely both 
develop good general problem-solv- 
ing strategies, and come to under- 
stand maths or language or silence.- 

They will also learn about compu- 
ters, and the programming habits they 


pick up along the way will fit the 
requirement of the new, structured 
high-level computer languages used by 
professionals. (BASIC, the beginners’ 
computer language that dominates 
work With school and home computers, 
has a growing army of critics who 


believe it is both limiting, and pro- 
mpts bad programming nabits.) 

Until recently, Logo has needed too 
much computer memory to get beyond 
experiments in university laboratories. 
Buthow, with the rapidly lowering cost 
of microcomputers and memory, it is 
beginning to look more like a practical 
possibility In ordinary schools. 

This year, two Logo packages are 
coming on to the American' market - 
one of them for the Apple,' a machine 
that is widely sold over here (48K of 
memory is needed). And next year 
Research Machines, the British firm 
that specilises in micros for education 
in this country, are commissioning the 
Edinburgh department to develop a 
. Logo implementation for their 380Z 
microcomputer. . i •••,. 

Logo's most basic manifestation is a 
small round robot called “the turtle” 
that draws shapes on the floor. It can 
be instructed to. move forward and 
backward for precise distances, and 
turn exact -numbers of degrees right or 
left. 

Young children can use their own 
bodies,- walking, round the floor, to

to draw the shapes they want. To get 
things right, children have to become 
very precise about the angles and 
properties of different shapes. 

A more powerful turtle draws on a 
video screen at high speed, following 
the same commands. The shapes can 
be rotated and reflected and spiralled, 
and very simple sets of commands can 
produce dazzling effects. 

But the great strength of Logo is 
that, once you have worked out a 
procedure that draws the shape you 
want, you can quickly, and with minim- 
al knowledge of programming, feed it 
into the computer memory so that 
typing one word will produce the 
drawing. So the computer’s repertoire 
grows m any way you choose. 

For instance a child might build 
procedures for BOX and TRIAN- 
GLE. Once the procedures are in (He 
memory, they can quickly be combined 
in superprocedures, for example those 
two can be used for HOUSE. 

As children grow more sophisti- 
cated, some will begin to want to 
introduce variables into their proce- 
dures. A few flicks of the keyboard and 
BOX can be changed so it requires an 
instruction about the length of the 
sides. Or you could add three required 
inputs - length and the number ot sides 
and size of angles - and use it to draw 
any regular polygon. 

Like all computer programmers, 
children will at first get 4 bugs” in their 
programs. When “debugging" their 
programs, children, it is believed, 
learn more mathematics, but also 
discover that building on mistakes is 
an essential part of solving problems. 
Inventing procedures and combining 
them in other procedures may help 
them learn to break down problems 
into manageable bits. 

In this country. Dr Jim Howe origi- 
nally tried out Logo with a bottom 
maths stream of ten to twelve year olds 
from an Edinburgh independent 
school. 

The boys spent 50 hours over two 
years at the university learning to 
handle Logo and to use it In different 
ways - for mathematical and musical 
investigations, experiments with pun- 
ched paper patterns, and controlling 
Meccano models. 

At the end of the experiment, half 
the boys in the Logo group were doing 
better in maths than the next stream 
up, though it is impossible to measure 
how much the special circumstances bf 
working with university people contri- 
buted to the result. 

The boys's teachers felt that the 
whole group had an unusually cheerful 
view ot maths, for a bottom stream, 
and were unusually articulate about 
their moths work. ..

So far there is little hard evidence 
about the effects of Logo. Papert is full 
Of fascinating descriptions; and anec- 
dotes, but short on pfoof.

Look Around the Town: First steps 
in understanding the urban environ- 
ment

Look Around the Town is an elabo- 
rate kit for four-to-seven year olds, 
offering training in environmental 
awareness and language develop- 
ment, but ultimately directed at its 
producers' central concern: litter 
education, it consists ot 12 master 
worksheets for pre-reading and writ- 
ing work; 10 work cards each for 
beginner and capable readers; a 
frieze of four colour pictures, with 
black and white copies for colouring 
in; 20 flash cards introducing words 
and concepts; seven glove puppets to 
cut out and sew; “Dustbin Day”, a 
pamphlet about refuse collection, 
and “Kate' and Tim*', a litter story 
book; and a book of teacher’s notes. 

This kit must be «>od. because it 
is based on years of Research involv- 
ing thousands of children and hun- 
dreds of schools. If It induces 
headache or anomie, the fault lies 
with you alone! And indeed, there is 
much to be praised here, many 
opportunities for constructive activi- 
ties and language practice. The 
worksheets' in particular offer a mas- 
sive range of simple but stimulatine 
activities. _ _ 

Of course, there is no shortage of 
material to develop such skillls. Old 
copies of Sunday colour supple- 
ments, for example. A kit like this 
surely needs some more specific jus- 
tification, and is this really provided 
by the obsessive concern (or so the 
more perceptive children will see it) 
of eveiy sheet and picture with litter 
and rubbish? 

Also, whatever justification is 
made must be particularly strong to 
counterbalance the peculiarly deep 
unattractiveness of the artwork 
throughout the kit:. a nasty plasticity, 
not so much . a presentation as - a 
gross reduction of the urban environ- 
ment, through which wander sweet 
little doggies end kitties, and -blankly 
grinning Humanoids, coloured arbit- 
rarily. white, black or brown. 

A lot of useful work can certain- 
ly be done around urban nibbish: it 
is important to try to make kids 
aware of what happens to the con- 
tents of their dustbin or toilet bbwl 
after it. is magically removed from 
the immediate, vicinity. The teacher’s 
notes here, in foot, oner ninny useful 
suggestions in this area as follow up 
work; though it might be better to 
eliminate most .of tne pre-follow up 
work. The pamphlet on “Dustbin 
Day" is a useful outline of refuse 
disposal, . though no more visually 
attractive, than the rest of the kit. 

The producers emphasise that only 
oqe copy of the kit is necessary for 
each school, assuming duplicating 
facilities of some sort; and it is 
sturdily produced, using laminated 
card, ana intended to last through 
repeated use. Unfortunately, .It .suf- 
fers on a more raetaphgrical but 
equally important level from . a 
dipadiuL non-Modegradable synthe- 
tic quail ty 1 ' which can perhaps be 
summed up by the first work card.
